WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
The prospect of a Senate fight over 
major revision of the neutrality 
law developed today as Senator 
Glass (Dem.), Virginia, called the 
existing act “a craven piece of 
poltroonery” and announced that 
he would work for its complete 
repeal. 

Glass, a member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, told 
reporters the House-approved 
amendment to permit arming of 
merchant ships should be discarded 
and that we “should repeal the 
whole damn thing.” 

Another Foreign Relations Com- 
mitteeman, Senator Pepper (Dem.), 
Florida, expressed virtually the 
same views. He said in an inter- 
view he would urge repeal of all 
neutrality law provisions except 
that providing Government contro] 
of munitions exports. 

Wheeler Welcomes Pian. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, a leading opponent of ad- 
ministration foreign policy, said he 
hoped an effort would be made to 
repeal the Jaw completely. “That 
would bring the issue of peace or 
war out in the open where it should 
be,” he said, adding: 

“The men surrounding the Pres- 
ident apparently want a declara- 
tion of war, but they have been 
afraid to come out in the open and 
ask for it. Instead, they have been 
deceitful and dishonest.” 

In addition to its prohibition 
against the arming of ships, the 
Neutrality Act now prevents Amer- 
ican vessels from entering belliger- 
ent ports or designated combat 
areas. Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Foreign Relations 
group, has urged a freedom of the 
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seas policy for American merchant- 
men, but has indicated his belief 
that legislation to abolish present 
restrictions on ship movements:

What constitutes proper die} for 
a convalescent Camerodius albus 
egretta, better known asan Ameri- 
edn egret, perplexed a group of 
airline officers, stewardesses and 
airport visitors at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field late yesterday. 

The snow white bird, on _ its 
way from Des Moines to New 
‘Orleans by way of airliner be- 
cause Iowa conservation officials 
feared it might .not be able to 
return to its winter home under 
its.own wing power, stopped off 
here for 40 minutes between 
planes in the course of a flight 


from impending cold weather. 

Found with a broken wing 
joint six weeks ago, the bird re- 
ceived medical treatment from the 
Iowans which healed the fracture. 
However, in the course of the cure, 
they clipped its wings. The 
feathers grew back too slowly to 
permit the bird to join its fel- 
lows winging southward to the 
Gulf marshlands. The remorseful 
conservationists arranged the air- 
Plane’ trip to clear their con- 
sciences. 

The group which greeted the 
egret at the airport, removed the 
bird from its traveling cage. “It 
must be hungry,” suggested Byron 
T. Cline, district manager of the 
Chicago & Southern Airline. 

After much discussion of what 
an egret eats, @ messenger was 
dispatched to obtain whole wheat 
bread from the airport restaurant 
because someone had once seen a 
duck eating bread. The egret took 
but one nip at the bread and one 
nip at Cline. a

“tT am fully convinced that 
speedy action and iron will under 
the aegis of the august virtues 
of his majesty, the emperor, are 
the only way in which to over- 
come the present difficulties,” he 
said in the radio address. 

The firmness. of this policy, 
however, was clothed in velvet 
when he outlined his program. 

Japan’s course in China and 
East Asia, he asserted, would con- 
tribute to “world peace.”

LIVING COSTS UP 1,8 PCT. 
IN MONTH, U. $, BUREAU SAYS 


‘Increase Is 9.6 Per Cent Above 
‘Figure in August °39, Just 
Before Start of War. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
Living costs tImcreased an addi- 
tional 1.8 per cent in the month 
ended Sept. 15, the Labor Depart- 
ment reported today. The cost of 
food alone rose 2.6 per cent. 

The increase put the cost of liv- 
ing 9.6 per cent above that in Au- 
gust, 1939, just before the start of 
the war. 

The report on changes in the 
Aug. 15-Sept. 15 period said: “In- 
creases were particularly striking 
in all the Southern cities where the 
presence of army camps and in- 
creased payrolis in industrial plants 
have greatly increased demand for 
consumer goods and services.” 

The 2.6 per cent increase in food 
costs lifted them 12.6 per cent 
above those of March, 1941. These 
costs. continued to rise in the first 
two weeks of October, the report 
said, but the rate of increase q@as 
slower.

GERMANS REPORT 
SINKING 12 SHIPS 


Say Two Destroyers Were 
Sent Down — Speculate 
on Possibility Kearny 
Was in Combat Area. 


-BERLEIN, Oct..18 (AP)..— The 
possibility that the United States 
destroyer Kearny when torpedoed 
was in waters of the Atlantic 


where the high command an- 
nounced destruction of 10 Britain- 
bound merchantmen and two de- 
stroyers in an attack by U-boats 
lasting several days was a sub- 
ject of speculation in Berlin to- 
night. 

Authoritative sources said they 
had no reports from any German 
craft of an attack on an American 
vessel, however, and had no facts 
to verify or amplify the United 
States’ Navy announcement that 
the Kearny had been torpedoed. 

Naval authorities refused to go 
beyond a high command com- 
munique which said “a strongly 
protected convoy en route to Eng- 
land from North America was at- 
tacked by German submarines 
after entering the blockade zone. 
In stubborn attacks lasting several 
days the. submarines sank 10 
enemy merchantmen, among them 
three fully loaded tankers, total- 
ing 60,000 tons. In a nocturnal 
fight with the protecting vessels 
two enemy destroyers were sunk.” 

The authorities admitted that in 
the course of such prolonged snip- 
ing ships of both sides could have 
spread over a large ocean area, 
but said they.had nothing to indi- 
cate the Kearny might have been 
in the region of the action.

—Red army forces have launched 
a massive counteroffensive against 
the Germans in the Kalinin sector, 
95 miles northwest of Moscow,. the 
Soviet. official radic announced 
early today. 

In the Vyazma area, 125 miles 
west of the Soviet capital, the 
Moscow radio acknowledged the 
Germans had driven a new wedge 
into Red positions. But in this 
sector a single Bussian unit was 
declared to have routed two bat- 
talions of Nazi infantry.

Adolf Hitler’s high command 
claimed last night a spectacular 
victory in the 17-day-old battle for 
Moscow—“annihilation” of eight 
full Russian armies, perhaps 1,200,- 
000 men—and the Moscow radio ad- 
mitted that the situation “remains 
serious.” 

A Russian broadcast heard in 
London said the Germans were 
throwing “enormous forces” of 
fresh men and tanks into the bat- 
tle for the capital to gain a de- 
cision before winter. 

As the fight continued, the first 
heavy snow blanketed the battile- 
ground, the: Russians announced, 
and roads watered by recent rains 
were described as hard asice. . 

Both sides lost heavily in Sat- 
urday’s fighting in the Vyazma 
sector, 125 miles west of Moscow 
and “hour by hour the battle grows 
in intensity,” the broadcast said. 

Earlier, London reports had said 
the German drive seemed to be de- 
finitely slowed . 

The reports said that counter- 
attacking Soviet troops had even 
recaptured two vital points north- 
west and south of the capital, halt- 
ing movements to flank the city. 

The German drive from Orel, 
210 miles south of Moscow, was 
said to have been slowed, while 
reports that a Nazi spearhead had 
knifed to Ryazan, 130 miles south- 
east of the capital, were flatly de- 
nied.

The program is based on a na- 
tionwide agreement for the auto- 
mobile industry negotiated in De- 
troit by management, labor and 
Government officials. 

Its three chief purposes, Garst 
explained, are to facilitate the re- 
hiring of men displaced by curtail- 
ment of civilian production, as- 
sure a supply of skilled workers 
for defense production, and pre- 
vent unnecessary migration of 
workers to St. Louis to seek de- 
fense jobs. 

All Union Men to Register. 

Under the plan, all ‘union mem- 
bers, both employed and unem- 
ployed, will register with the Mis- 
souri State Employment Service, 
which will record their seniority 
rating and their abilities. 

Defense contractors will be asked 
to hire men through the employ- 
ment service, which will give them 
preference in accordance with 
their seniority rating. 

If a sufficient supply of unem- 
ployed workers having a needed 
skill is not available they can be 
released from a civilian industry, 
retaining their seniority rating, to 
work in defense plants. The civili- 
an industry. would replace them 
with slightly less-skilled men ob- 
tained from the, “labor pool” cre- 
ated by the registration. 

The automobile industry, which 
has been ordered to cut production 
49 per cent by Dec. 1, was the first 
to feel the impact of priority cur- 
tailment and first to work out a 
comprehensive labor-pool agree- 
ment, 

Plan to Be Extended. 

However, all CIO and AFL 
unions in St. Louis have announced 
plans to register their members, 
and similar agreements are to be 
worked out for other industries, 
Garst explained. 

Of the 8000 members of the 
UAWA in St. Louis, Garst esti- 
mates that about 3000 will be dis- 
placed by the curtailment. order. 

At tomorrow night’s conference, 
representatives of the union, the 
Office of Production Management 
and the United States and Missouri 
Employment services will map oyt 
the general ‘problems to be dis- 
cussed at the following meetings. 

A conference between repre- 
sentatives of labor and the Gov- 
ernment will be held Tuesday 
morning, and a similar. meeting for 
representatives of defense indus-

“The commanders of our troops 
placed their forces In the right po- 
sition and boldly met the enemy,” 
it added. German losseg in ma- 
terial were listed at “several scores 
of machine guns, many guns and a 
large quantity of various military 
equipment.” 

The Moscow radio conceded that 
the situation about the capital “re- 
mains serious.” But earlier ac- 
counts said the Nazis surged to- 


\i}ward the city had been definitely 


slowed. It was not clear whether 
this was due to Red army counter- 
attacks or from a German pause 
for breath. 

“We know what the Russian 
winter is like,” asserted the Mos- 
cow’ broadcast. “It is terrible for 
those not accustomed -to it.

“By aiming at reaching a junc- 
tion with the main body they are 
compelling the Germans to divert 
a considerable number of their 
forces. 

“Soviet aircraft are very effec- 
tively supporting the land forces. 
They destroyed 41 German aircraft 
in this small sector of the front 
alone during the last few. days. 

Ukraine Fighting. 

“On the southern part of the 
front the Fascists have intensi- 
fied their attack against the Don 
Basin and on the coast of the Sea 
of Azov. Fighting is growing in 
intensity. Villages change hands 
time after time. * 

“The Germans are repeating at- 
tack after attack without succeed- 
ing in shattering Soviet defense 
lines. The Germans suffered heavy 
losses and were forced to fall back 
to their original positions.” 

The broadcast repeated that the 
Red army retreat from long-be- 
sieged Odessa on the Black Sea 
“was completed in Zuil order with- 
out any losses whatever to Soviet 
troops. 

“There are ever more increasing 
activities of the Soviet air force 
on the central front,” the an- 
nouncer asserted.

We were in- 
formed that each man had signed 
a declaration of willingness to join 
up for voluntary labor service. 

Naturally we were amazed, for 
none of us remembered having 
signed any such statement. So the 
commander showed us the demo- 
bilization forms which we had 
signed. There between sentences 
of the original text the authorities 
had stamped in aé_ée sentence, 
“Wishes to join Group A of for- 
eign laborers.” This, the com- 
mander insisted, made our transfer 
into labor service legal. All pro- 
tests were in vain. 

I was assigned with a group of 
500 Legionnaires to work at El 
Hajeb, not far from Meknes, Work 
was portioned out to units com- 
posed of three men each. My unit’s 
job was to grub out knee-high palm 
trees that grew close together, 
with deeply matted roots. It sounds 
much easier than it was. And if 
our allotted area wasn’t cleared at 
nightfall we were forced to work 
on after dark. 

At first we were in the Atlas 
Mountains. It rained almost in- 
cessantly. Soon our shoes were in 
ribbons. Even when it didn’t rain, 
the ground was wet. Our clothing 
was soaked, but there were no dry 
things to put on. In wind, rain 
and fog we were forced to work 
on and on. 


Penalty of Protest. 


The man in charge of our 
group was Sergt. Santelli, a Cor- 
sican of the most brutal type. All 
discussion of political or religious 
matters was supposed to be pro- 
hibited, for officers and men alike. 
But one day our entire labor 
regiment was drawn up for as- 
sembly and Santelli, in the course

“You dirty Jews—it’s because

It was more than I could stand. 
I stepped out of line to answer 
him. In stentorian tones he barked

HE prospect of an early’ war 

with Japan seems to be taken 

for granted by the British press 
and public. 

This idea persists despite the 
fact that there is complete lack 
of knowledge of the’ Washington- 
Tokyo conversations and despite 
the fact that neither the British 
nor the United States Government 
has indicated any intention of go- 
ing to war with Japan if Russia 
is attacked. 

While the British have never be- 
trayed any enthusiasm for war in 
the Pacific, their attitude is well 
summed up in the words of the 
London Daily’ Herald, which de- 
scribes Japanese cries of encircle- 


ment as preludes to war and con-. 


cludes: 
“If so, so be it.” 


Those scattered groups which 
have tried appeasement on Japan 
for years undoubtedly would still 
prefer to avoid war, but their 
voices are not heard today and, so 
far as it is possible to tell, their 
influence is nil. 

Temporary Expedient. 

, it unquestionably had been the 
hope here that President Roosevelt 
would be able to negotiate a set- 
tlement with Japan, but fewshave 
felt that it could be more than a 
temporary and uneasy settlement 
which would be cast overboard by 
Japan as soon as it became evi- 
dent that expansion could be un- 
dertaken cheaply. If the temper 
of the British people is any indi- 
cation, that expansion will not be 
cheap. 

Both the press and informed 
quarters show slight uneasiness at 
the undefined American attitude. 


After many unsuccessful British 
efforts to reach a settlement with 
Japan, British policy in the Far 
East was handed to Washington. 
President Roosevelt undertook an 
attempt at a Japanese settlement 
with the full backing of the British 
Government. From that day to 
this London has learned nothing of 
the course of the negotiations, nor 
of the contents of the letter which 
the now resigned Premier Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye conveyed to 
President Roosevelt, or of the out- 
come. 

Views of Press. 


London’s News-Chronicle today 
says: 
“Washington has been conduct- 
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ing negotiations for 2 settlement 
with Tokyo—negotiations by the 
result of which Churchill agreed 
that we would abide—and, if as 
now seems likely, those negotia- 
tidns have failed, America’s course 
is clear and we will join with 
her.” 

The London Times writes: 

“An attack upon Russian terri- 
tory in the Far East would be a 
direct assault on the, cause to 
which both Bxajtain .and_ the 
United States are committed. More 
and more supplies must reach 
Russia and the Vladivostok route 
will become increasingly import- 
ant as a channel.” 

Commenting on the question of 
revision of the United States Neu- 
trality Law, the Times says:

Clew in Antecedents. 


Gen. Tojo has not yet revealed 
his program for enhancing Jap- 
an’s place in the sun, put some 
idea of what he has in mind can 
be had from his antecedents. The 
son of a soldier, he has’ played 
army politics so ably that today 
he shares the leadership of Jap- 
an’s armed forces with: two other 
soldiers. Like most Japanese sol- 
diers he admires the Germans, 
on whose military methods the 
Japanese army has been built. 


He showed pronounced pro-Ger- 
man tendencies as early as 1919 
when he was Japanese military 
attache in Berlin, and lately he 
has been conspicuously pro-Nazi. 
He has also béen conspicuously 
anti-British and anti-American. 
British and American military 
men and diplomats who struck 
up friendships with other leading 
Japanese soldiers never made 
headway with Gen. Tojo. The new 
Premier was one of those chau- 
vinists responsible for the arrest 
in the summer of 1940 of more 
than 12 Britons long-time resi- 
dent in Japan. One of these Brit- 
tons, the Reuter News Agency 
correspondent, died as a result 
of being thrown or falling from 
a window while being questioned 
by the Japanese police. 


In 1937 Gen. Tojo was quoted as 
saying t Japan must be pre- 
pared. to t China and Russia 
simultaneously. Despite all that 
the Japanese army could do in 
more than four years of warfare, 
China is still fighting Japan. De- 
spite the diplomatic juggling of 
Prince Konoye and other army 
tools posing as moderates, neither 
the United States nor Britain 
has been induced to withdraw aid 
from China. These powers have 
not attempted to persuade China 
to come to terms with Japan. Nor 
has the army been able to bribe 
any really influential Chinese 
leaders to betray China and set 
up a. successful ‘puppet govern- 
ment along the lines employed 
in Manchuokuo. (The Wang Ching- 
Wei Government at Nanking has 
failed to win any worthwhile 
Chinese support and is an expen- 
sive subterfuge maintained by the 
army to save face), 


Aid for the Nazis. 


Gen. Tojo has said he will con- 
tinue the war in China. He may 
be expected to aid the Axis by 
keeping the Far East in such a 
state of tension as to compel the 
United States to continue to 
maintain at least half of its naval 
strength in the. Pacific instead 
of concentrating all its sea power 
in the Atlantic to help the Brit- 
ish against Germany. He may be 
expected to seize whatever loot 
he thinks Japan has a fair chance 
of holding after the war. This in 
Japanese verbiage is called “ex- 
tending the greater East Asia co- 
prosperity sphere.” 

An indication of how large a 
sphere Gen. Tojo and his asso- 
ciates have in mind was afforded 
last week. The Portuguese Gov- 
ernment permitted Japan to ex- 
tend one of its airlines all the 
way to Dilli, capital of the Por-

The contractor in charge 
of work is the Societe d’Exploita- 
tion du Troncon Bou Afra-Kenad- 
sa. 
My group worked on this Bou 
Afra-Kenadsa sector near the larg- 
est coal mines in French North 
Africa, fuel supplies that the Fas- 
cist power are exploiting at top 
speed. Engineers have platted a 
line into the desert about 100 miles 
on from Bou Afra. Every 10 miles 
along the line a detachment is sta- 
tioned, 120 men to a group. 

It was 9 p. m. when my detach- 
ment reached its post. 

“If you want to sleep tonight,” 
our captain said, “you'll have to 
put up your tents.” There were no 
lights. The tent poles didn’t stick 
in the sand. A few hours earlier 
the temperature had reached 145 
degrees. Now it had plummeted to 
25. Hours later we succeeded in 
getting 10 tents pitched. Part of 
us spent the first night without a 
roof in the freezing cold. 

Our unit was equipped with 30 
rifles and a submachine gun, 
weapons that gave us at least a 
spark of confidence. We hoped 
that somehow, some day we would 
be called on to defend Morocco 
against the Nazis, 


10 Hours for 3 Cents. 


This was our daily schedule: 

5 a. m.—Reveille. 

5:30—Breakfast of one sardine, 
three slices of bread and ersatz cof- 
fee. 

6 to 12—Work. 

Noon—Lunch of dishwatery soup, 
some meat bones, lentils or beans, 
usually with a little sand mixed in. 
On holidays there was a ridiculous- 
ly small helping of potatoes added. 

1-4 p. m.—Rest, because the heat 
was so unbearable it was impossi- 
ble to work, We could do nothing 
but lie in our tents apathetically. 

4-8 p. m.—More work, which 
sometimes ended long after dark. 

9—Dinner, exactly like lunch, 
only a little less. 

Food was not only scarce but of 
the worst quality. It always was 
cold, because the kitchens were in 
Bou Afra and the food brought out 
along the line in trucks, This didn’t 
stop our captain, however, from 
lettering a fancy menu card which 
was posted each day in front of 
the commander’s tent. ' 

We were paid exactly one franc, 
25 centimes per day (3 cents in 
United States currency), What 
penury that meant for us you can 
judge from this list of prices we 
had to pay: 

One pack of cigarettes—3 francs 
50 centimes (twa and three-fourths 
days’ work). : 

A giass of lemonade—2 francs 
(one and two-thirds days’ work). 

Five razor blades—6 francs 25 
centimes (five days’ work). 

One piece of shaving soap—1i15 
francs (12 days’ work). — 


A Desperate Measure. 


We literally were slaves, with- 
out money enough to buy even 
necessities of decent

But this 
year that popular remark took a tumble: It proved that there can be 
too much of a good thing. Even when that good thing is water for 


ee EEE eee a 


Throughout the Mississippi Val- 
ley the streams and sloughs are 
high. Every low place is filled 
and even the high places have 


more than the spring rains usu- 
ally provide. 


The net result of all this water 
was two-fold: In general, it has 
ruined the fall fishing in Missouri 
with enly a very few of the smaill- 
er streams having much of a 
chance to clear within the next 
two weeks and, it nipped in the 
bud whatever hopes local nimrods 
might have had for a brilliant 
opening day. 
The reason for this is that while 
heretofore hunters have been able 
to approximate where the ducks 
would rest, today the quacks may 
set down here—or, over there a 
mile or so in what used to be a 
high and dry corn field, today a 
marsh.

Pushed all over the lot for the 
first 30 minutes of play, Navy's 
powerful football squad finally 
gathered itself in the second half 
to capitalize on two scoring op- 
portunities and hand Cornell its 
first defeat of the season 14 to 0, 
before a crowd of 45,000 in Munic-

Barnacle Bill Busik, re-entering

Informal but Effective, Leon 
Henderson Has Been Right 


When Others Were Wrong 


—Roosevelt Key Man Made 
Own Wey Up From Des- 
perate Poverty.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18. 


RICE ADML-STRATOR LEON HEN- 
P DERSON has believed all his life in the 
strategy of the offensive. In a scrap 
with profiteering price-chiselers or in the 
midst ofa tense bridge hand, he takes the 
initiative and holds it if he possibly can. 

At the National Press Club on one mem- 
orable occasion Henderson was in a bridge 
game with White House Secretary Marvin 
McIntyre and two mewspaper men. After 
much bidding back and forth, the opposi- 
tion went,to seven nearts. Nothing daunted, 
Leon bid seven no trump and, what is more, 
made his bid in spite of the fact that Mc- 
Intyre held the ace of diamonds. 

“That established me once and for all,” 
says Henderson, ‘“‘as the best damned no 
trump player in the Press Clut ’ 

Figuratively speaking, that is the way the 
Price Administrator meets most of his prob- 
lems—with a bold seven no-trump bid. It 
nray be his phenomenal energy, his shrewd 
planning or just sheer nerve, but thus far 
he has got away with it. 

Now he has a job tougher than any he 
has ever before undertaken. Without any 
specific sanction in law, he is attempting 
to hold down skyrocketing prices. It is a 
little like trying to break a wild young colt 
without any. bridle or halter. } 


Conservatives Suspicious 


Of Unconventional Plain-Talker. 


For weeks that have now run into months, 
Congress has been conriderirtg, first, whether 
any halter is necessary and, second, whether 
it should be entrusted to a single individual, 
particularly if that individual is to be Hen- 
derson. Republicans and conservative Dem- 
ocrats are suspicious of this unconventional 
economist who is not afraid to say what he 
thinks in language anyone can understand. 

On Capitol Hill the prediction is that 
when the price control bill is finally passed, 
it will provide for a board to administer 
prices, the members of that board to be ap- 
pointed by the President subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate. Henderson, who 
has been price controller by White House 
appointment thus far, would be the logical 
choice for chairman of that body. But per- 
sons close to the problem, including Bernard 
M. Baruch, are convinced that such a board, 
with inevitable internal -disputes, would 
make all the more difficult the task of 
holding prices down to a reasonable level.

For, days Henderson went before . the 
House Banking Committee to answer every 
conceivable kind of question. Did he be- 
lieve in the law of gravity?

3; 18647 What were his views, as a prac- 
ticing economist, on whether the Dodgers or 
the Yankees would win the world series? 
Although he has a reputation as a fire- 
brand, Henderson was extraordinarily pa- 
tient throughout this long interrogation.

This was no,new experience for him. Be- 
fore he came to Washington at the invita- 
tion of General Hugh Johnson in 1934 to

That is the kind of first-hand knowldége 
of people that Henderson has been accum- 
ulating in the school of hard, compelling 
necéssity all his life. .The story of his early 
years has already become a legend in the 
Horatio Alger tradition. He was. born 46 
years ago in Millville, N. J., to a father 
and mother so poor thkt it was a question 
whether he should quit school after the 
eighth grade and go to work to help aug- 
ment the family income. 

The deciding voice was that of his Grand- 
mother Beebe, a determined old lady who 
saw things in the young Leon that no one 
else’ discerned. Of course, he would have 
to work his way through hfgh school and 
after that, if he was so bold as to try, 
through college. But nothing daunted, this 
lad with the shock of black hair and the 
ready grin got himself three jobs to begin 
with. At dawn he delivered the Millville Re- 
publican. Two hours later he collected, the 


neighborhood children and drove them to). 


school. At noon he took down the tele- 
phoned United Press report in the Millville 
Republican office. At 2:20 he dashed from 
school for another 10 minutes with the Unit- 
ed Press. Then when school was ov, he 
collected the kids for his neighborhood.’ And 
finally when this job was done, he Di-, 


cycled back to town to play, depending on 


the season, basketball, Baseball, football 
or track. 

Similarly at Swarthmore. College outside 
of Philadelphia he did every conceivable 
kind of job from secretarial work to baby- 
tending to earn his way. Swarthmore was 
for Henderson the first taste of something 
like ease and luxury and he flourished there. 
In 1917, a junior, he enlisted in the Ord- 
nance Corps. His rise in the Army was al- 
most as rapid as his upward climb at Swarth- 
more. In January, 1918, he was made a 
Second Lieutenant and upon transfer to the 
War Department’s property-accounting divi- 
sion in Washington a captain. 

He combined his senior year at Swarth- 
more with teaching at the University of 
Pennsylvania. Economics was Henderson’s 
field and for two years after graduation he 
taught at Swarthmore and at Pennsylvania. 
From there he went to Carnegie Tech at 
Pittsburgh. Henderson believed that eco. 
nomics should be 
through textbook “theory as through direct 
experience with the facts of life. He used 
Pittsburgh with its vast steel industry’.as 
a laboratory for his students. When his 
methods became too unorthodox for conserv- 
ative Tech, Henderson resigned. 


Goes Own Way, Ignores 
Social and Official Taboos. 


Conventions have never been allowed to 
stand in the way of this tough-minded 
economist. In Washington he has gone his 
own way, calmly ignoring both social and 
official taboos. After the NRA folded™up he 
became economist for Harry Hopkins and the 
WPA. Henderson was almost alche in. fore- 
seeing the slump that was to come at the end 
of '37 and the-beginning of ’38.. His prophe- 
cies did not make him popular with the 
New Dealers but he stuck to his figures and 
his charts and time was soon to prove him 
all too right. ’ 


Henderson is a man of strong emotions. 
The tragic plight of the Loyalists during the 
civil war in Spain moved him deeply and 
he did what he could to win sympathy for 
their cauge in this country. Other @fficials 
felt the same way but, fearing criticism, they 
were-less frank.

Among other things, Dr. Stein 
reports: 

“Many Catholic priests, especially 
monks, were in the Sachsenhausen 
concentration camp. Pastor Nie- 
moeller’s relation to them was ex- 
traordinarily close, and we all had 
long discussions on Church ques- 
tions. Despite express commands 
to the contrary, all the priests in 
the camp—there were about 5000 
men there—exercised their pastoral 
duties. 

“Secretly at night Dr. Niemoel- 
ler would creep to the dying to 
bring them words of consolation. 
There Was a quiet agreement in 
the camp that Protestant, Cath- 
olic and Jewish chaplains would 
give the last comfort to the dying 
regardless of whether they might 
be Catholic, Protestant or Jew. Se- 
vere punishments awaited them if 
caught, but no priest could be kept 
from performing his duty. Hun- 
dreds of prisoners, Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews, died in Nie- 
moeller‘s arms. * 


“‘T. shall pray for you, my son,’ 
was the Protestant leader’s con- 
stant phrase—to Communists con- 
demned to death and to Catholics 
who slaved in the quarry because 
they refused to say ‘Heil Hitler’ 
and used ‘Gruess Gott’ as their 
greeting instead.” 


Dr. Stein details how he first 
became acquainted with Pastor 
Niemoeller in Berlin-Moabit pris- 
on. They met in the waiting room 
of the examining judge; then they 
met daily in the courtyard of the 
prison where Dr. Stein went walk- 
ing in the same circle as Dr. Nie- 
moeller, in the circle of the sick. 
Pastor Niemoeller suffers from a 
severe disease of the stomach, and 
his eyesight has grown very feeble. 


Dr. Stein says Dr. Niemoeller, 
at the beginning of his imprison- 
ment, had great .difficulties after 
he openly sided with a Cath- 
olic priest, the well-known Father 
Lindemann, 61 years old and ill, 
one of the leaders of Catholic 
Youth, sentenced to seven years’ 
imprisonment on _ conviction of 
hostility to the State and of endan- 
gering the youth of the nation on 
the basis of depositions of two 14 
year-old members of the Hitler 
Youth. Prison officials were harsh 
to him. Old Father Lindemann 
was hardly able to walk and often 
wished to stop while the Nazi 
guards shoved him on, 


Loud Voice of Protest. 


“Haven’t you any respect for his 
priestly frock?” Pastor Niemoeller 
suddenly shouted to the officials. 
The shout was actually of some 
help, for thereafter Father Linde- 
mann was treated without kindness 
but in accordance with regulations. 

Next day Dr. Niemoeller had to 
report to the prison head, one 
Schneider. He himself gave Dr. 
Stein the following report of the 
director’s admonition to him: 


“*You can believe me, Herr Pas- 
tor, when I I am sorry to see 
you here. I beg and urge you not 
to make your situation worse by 
such actions. I am forced to give 
you this reprimand now in punish- 
ment, since this is a clear case of 
insubordination; and I should have 
to put you in solitary confinement, 
however much I might regret it, in 
case this behavior is repeated. } 
Watch out for this Sergeant, he is 
a Storm Trooper and thinks that 
he ia something special on that 
account. I do not like him my- 
self.’ ”

“What I saw and heard there 
is unforgettable. I saw how they 
beat priests with whips and cursed 
them as ‘traitors to the Father- 
land’; I saw Jews dying under the 
blows of Storm Troopers; I fell on 
my knees in my dark cell and 
prayed to God as I have never 
prayed before, asking that He give 
me strength and endurance and let 
not weakness come over me.” 


Then Dr. Niemoeller and Dr. 
Stein were shipped off together to 
the prison in Ploetzensee. There 
it was intended to break down 
Niemoeller’s moral strength. In 
Ploetzensee beheadings take place 
in the courtyard, and Pastor Nie- 
moeller had to watch them along 
with the others. 


In the next cell there were Cath- 
oljc priests. Dr. Stein heard Dr. 
Niemoeller call out the window: 
“For they know not what they do,” 
and a Catholic priest from the next 
cell would reply: “Praised be Jesus 
Christ. Amen.” 


Stand on Catholicism. 


Rumors have been repeatedly 
circulated in the world press that 


Catholic. Dr. Stein deals with this 
question at some length. He says 
Pastor Niemogeller. will never be- 
come a Catholic, for he feels obli- 
gated to continue his stand as lead- 
er of the German Protestant 
but he has a 
great inner love for Catholicism. 
On'this point Dr. Stein’s report is 
quite detailed. 

Dr. Niemoeller is a great ad- 
mirer of the courageous Cardinal 
Faulhaber of Munich, against 
whom the Nazis organized one 
attempted assassination. The Cur- 
dinal’s sermons against Hitler and 
the Nazis had become world fa- 
mous, and Pastor Niemoeller was 
especially enthusiastic over them. 
“They show Cardinal Faulhaber 
to be a great, courageous man; his 
Sermons are monuments of human- 
ity and will live forever,” Pastor 
Niemoeller declared. 

Pastor Niemoeller is of the opin- 
jon that the Germany of the past 
cwes a tremendous amount to 
Catholicism.

Chance for Others. 

Such factories had long been at 
the mercy of Alcoa in: respect to 
the cost of ingot aluminum and 
no doubt regarded the emergency 
as a chance to free themselves 
from bondage by means of plants 
erected with Government money, 

The Office of Production Man- 
agement replaced NADC on Jan. 
7, 1941, with Grenville R. Holden 
as consultant on aluminum and 
magnesium. Nothing was done 
about the Bohn application until 
Holden was subpenaed to appear 
before the Truman committee 
May 15. Action was taken, with 
the result Holden was able to 
testify that “two or three days ago 
we communicated with the Bohn 
company.” 

On June 17, OPM sent to the 
War Department for approval and 
then for transmission to the De- 
fense Plant Corporation recom- 
mendations for sites of eight new 
aluminum plants. The number was 
later reduced to seven through 
consolidation of two proposed 
smelters into one &at Massena, N. 
Y. The Bohn company was not 
mentioned in the public release, 
but the location earmarked for 
it was to be a plant near Los 
Angeles with an annual capacity 
of 70,000,000 pounds. 

Announced Plans. 

July 15, OPM publicly an- 
nounced that it had recommended 
five companies to build or operate 
seven plants to provide an emer- 
gency supply ‘of 600,000,000 pounds 
of aluminum a year. Three plants 
were alloted to Aluminum Co. of 
America, and one each to Union 
Carbide & Carbon Co., Reynolds 
Metals Co., the Olin Corporation 
and Bohn Aluminum & Brass Co. 
It was stipulated that Alcoa would 
build the plants to be operated 
by Olin and Union Carbide, but 
the specific statement was made 
that “the Reynolds Metals Co. and 
the Bohn Aluminum & Brass Co. 
will design and construct the 
plants they will operate.” 

Another two months passed, and 
then Jones himself was called to 
Truman com- 
mittee. “Almost simultaneously, ac- 
cording to the account in the 
committee’s possession, Charles B. 
Bohn, executive secretary of the 
company bearing his name, was 
summoned by letter to Washing- 
ton for consultation with John W. 
Snyder, one of the directors of 
the Defense Plant Corporation. 

The story is that Bohn asked: 
“What have you to propose?” and 
that Snyder answered: “Nothing.” 
The director’s air of surprise was 
such that Bohn produced his let- 
ter, whereupon Snyder asked him 
to come back in two weeks. 

Terms Rejected. 

Bohn returned about three weeks 
ago, the account proceeds, and 
was referred to Sam H. Husbands, 
another director of the Defense 
Plant Corporation. Husbands is 
said to have listened to Bohn’s 
outline of terms under which his 
company would build and operate 
an aluminum plant, and to have 
replied that the visitcr’s proposal 
was “impossible,” on two counts. 

The first was that Administrator 
Jones, according to Husbands, had 
ordered that the plant to be oper- 
ated by the Bohn concern must 
be constructed by Alcoa. The sec- 
ond was that the Bohn company 
must sign an operating contract 
identical with that concluded by 
Alcoa and Defense Plant. 

Bohn protested that, relying on 
OPM’s announcement, he had en- 
gaged an Italian expert on alum- 
inum production, an anti-Fascist 
refugee; to design a plant, and had 
begun organizing a staff of en- 
gineers and builders. He added 
that his company had its own 
ideas as to how such a factory 
should be planned. He further 
objected that the Government’s 
contract with Alcoa concealed a 
colossal joker. 

Matter of Profits. 

It was alleged that Alcoa makes 
its chief profit on the manufacture 
of alumina and was able in conse- 
quence to set so low a price on 
aluminum that no competitor could 
meet it without loss, after buying 
alumina from Alcoa at its own 
rate. Husbands is said to have re- 
plied that the policy of Adminis- 
trator Jones was adamant. Bohn 
thereupon announced, it is said, 
that his company was “no longer 
interested,” and bowed hinwelf out. 

“The terms proposed by the 
Bohn company for building its own 
aluminum plant were exorbitant,” 
commented Secretary - Administra- 
tor Jones when the: foregoing re- 
cital was outlined to him. “There- 
fore they were rejected. The 
Aluminum Co. of America will 
build a plant at Los Angeles which 
the Bohn people are welcome to 
‘operate, if they like, and if their 
terms are satisfactory. Otherwise, 
we ‘shall get someone else to run it. 

“Tf the Bohn company thinks 
Alcoa prices for alumina are too 
high, it is at liberty to produce its 
own alumina.”

Two years ago when he 
was executive secretary of the 
Temporary National Economic 
Committee, he worked himself in- 
to a physical breakdown that 
meant several weeks at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore.

A spokes- 
man for the RFC suggested that 
this might be because Alcoa has 
been in the business a long time 
and presumably knows better 
than anyone how to construct such 
plants with speed and efficiency. 
A less charitable view is that Alcoa 
would be in a position to design 
the plants operated by other com- 
panies in such a way that they 
would be unable to compete eca- 
nomically with itself after the 
emergency. 

Reynolds Metals Co. has the ad- 
vantage of owning its plants. The 
president, Richard 8. Reynolds 
of Richmond, Va., foresaw in 1939 
there would probably be an alum- 


inum shortage, and mortgaged its 


properties to obtain a loan from 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration. The money was used to 
build the Listerhill and Longview 
plants. The former, with a ca- 
pacity of 100,000,000 pounds a year, 
started operations in May, six 
months after construction began. 
The Longview smelter, with a ca- 
pacity of 60,000,000 pounds a year, 
‘will reach full operation in De- 
cember. , 


‘Far Short of Need. 


With Alcoa production at a rate 
of 760,000,000 pounds a year and 
that of Reyrolds at 160,000,000, the 
total supply available for 1941 is 
reckoned at 920,000,000 pounds. 
Defense and Lease-Lend needs,

Production Well. Mounted, 
Well Staged—-Lacked Slight- 
ly in Integration.

HE St. Louis Grand Opera 
Association began its fall se- 
ries of operas last night in the 

Municipal Auditorium with a 
pleasantly picturesque though 
somewhat tentative performance, 
of Flotow’s “Martha.” At best it 
is not an opera that causes one 
to, wake in the night in an agony 
of poignant remembrance, which 
is to say that it is pretty but in 
no sense deep or provocative, That } 
being so, style is all important and 
the lack of high tension and close 
integration in last night’s produt- 
tion was undoubtedly its chief de- 
fect—not even excepting the balky 
horse who sideswiped part of the 
scenery. , 

In detail, however, the froduc- 
tion had much to recommend it. 
It was well-mounted, with slightly 
stylized sets by Richard Rych- 
tarik, well staged by William von 
Wymetal, and well sung by prin- 
cipals and chorus. And Laszlo 
Halasz, the artistic,and orchestral 
director, labored with. intermittent 
success to keep things up to 
scratch. ‘ 

A Certain Distinction. 

The production had the distinc- 
tion of being the first serious at- 
tempt to present opera in English 
in St. Louis with a text prepared 
by someone who understood the 
flavor and the logic of the lan- 
guage. Adapted specifically for 
the: American stage by Vicki Baum 
and Ann Ronell, it had a certain 
distinction in itself. One reports 
with regret, therefore, that the 
principals — with one exception — 
did not live up to their opportuni- 
ties in making themselves com- 
pletely understood. The audience 
had, still, to consult the libretto 
to keep the story straight. But 
even to understand part was bet- 
ter than nothing and the experi- 
ment, therefore, was not a com- 
plete failure. ‘ 

Helen Jepson who played .the 
role of Lady Harriet was the very 
picture of a beautiful and high- 
blooded lady and sang with con- 
sistent beauty of tone and good 
taste. One waited in vain, how- 
ever, for her performance to reach 
a full-blooming.

were a better Catholic,” he said one 
day, “then he would have more 
religion in him, and would not 
have become the tyrant and ruf- 
fian that he now is. 

“I have had two audiences with 
Hitler: once he promised me on his 
word of honor to undertake no 
measures of any kind against the 
church, He also promised me not 
te have any pogroms against the 
Jews, but only to remove them 
from positions in the government. 
I believed him—I was naive enough 
to believe him—and that is why I 
am sitting here in camp today. 

"The second time we parted as 
enemies. I told him that not he 
but God alone was my leader.” 

In Sachsenhausen Father Jose- 
phus and Father Baumer were es- 
pecially close to the Protestant pas- 
tor. Dr. Niemoeller and the Cath- 
olic priests were all agreed that 
the Catholic and the Protestant 
Churches must stand together in 
this German “Goetterdaemmerung” 
to fight the new paganism. 

Trouble With Communists. 

In conclusion Dr. Stein reports 
the solidarity in the concentration 
camp was exemplary. Only the 
Communists were a torment; al- 
though themselves prisoners, they 
denounced the Catholic priests and 
Pastor Niemoeiler, in particular. 
Pastor Niemeeller, believing that 
“we all are brothers here in the 
camp,” would talk with Jews al- 
though this was strictly forbidden. 
The Communists, who mocked and 
jeered at all priests, denounced, 
whenever they could, the priests 
who helped or talked to Jews. For 
this informing they received a pack 
of cigarettes and the opportunity 
to become trusties in the camp. 

Dr. Niemoeller admonished some 
Communist ex-deputies of the 
Reichstag in the camp to try to 
inculcate a little more decency and 
solidarity in their fellows. This 
helped for some days, but soon 
the persecution began again. The 
Protestant pastor and many of the 
other chaplains were beaten. A 
particularly keen Storm Trooper 
one day made ali the priests do 
extra work and said to them, 
“Where is your filthy God now? 
Why doesn’t He help you get out 
of this camp?” 
* “When He does help us, then 
your last hour has come,” replied 
a courageous young chaplain. For 
this answer the chaplain was given 
eight days of solitary confinement 
and 14 lashes, and all the other 
priests had to watch the whip- 


ing. 

Pastor Niemoeller said simply: 
“Who suffered the more, the chap- 
lain who was beaten or I who 
witnessed it with a prayer on my 
lips, I do not know.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP). — 
The Budget Bureau made it clear 
today that any major reductions 
in non-defense spending would 
necessitate sharp cuts in appro- 
priations which always have pow- 
erful Congressional support, such 
as those for farm benefits, work 
relief and the aid-to-youth pro- 


gram. 

Without making any recom- 
mendations, the Bureau sent to 
the capitol a report showing how 
Congress could cut non-defense 
expenditures by 1 billion dollars, 
by 1% billion dollars and by 2 bil- 
lion dollars. It was submitted in 
response to a Senate Finance 
Committee request and is expected 
to provide the basis for a forth- 
coming economy study by a special 
Senate-House committee. 

While the possible cuts were in 
items generally classed as non-de- 
fense, the Bureau said many of 
them “would seriously impair the 
defense effort and other vital Gov- 
ernment activities.” Many ordi- 
nary Government activities, it 
commented, are closely tied in with 
the defense program. 

Reserve Set Aside. 
A total of $450,000,000 already 
has been tentatively set aside 
from non-defense expenditures, the 
Bureau said. It indicated this 
amount would be saved from the 
$6,581,000,000 non-defense budget 
for the 1941-42 fiscal year unless 
various Governmental agencies 
could prove that some of the 
money should be released. 
“This unusually large amount 
(of savings) appears possible in 
the light of improved — business 
conditions,” the report said. “A 
larger reserve cannot be estab- 
lished at this time without a re- 
vision of the functions and pro- 
grams which are the result of Con- 
gressional enactments.” 
The report, prepared under the 
direction of budget director Har- 
old D. Smith, included these per- 
centage figures: 

To reduce the budget by $1,- 
000,000,000—28.6 cut in the agri- 
culture program; 51 in the youth 
program; 31.6 in work relief and 
25 in supplemental items, which 
are distributed among all Gov- 
ernment departments. 

To reduce the budget by $1,- 
500,000,000—44.1 cut for agricul- 
ture; 67.5 for youth-aid; 49.3 for 
work relief and 50 for supple- 
mental items. 

To reduce the budget by $2,- 
000,000,000—45.5 cut for agricul- 
ture; 94.8 for youth-aid; 73.9 for 
work relief and 75 for supple- 
mental items. m 

“Spotty” Effects. 

As to general economic -con- 
ditions, the report said that high- 
er national income and increasing 
employment were “largely due ‘to 
the tremendous increase in de- 
fense production.” but it added: 
“Defense ‘property’ is spotty in 
its effects. There exists side by 
side scarcities for some types of 
labor, and unemployment for 
other types; scarcities of some 
farm products, and excesses of 
others; boom conditions in certain 
regions, and slack conditions in 
others. Therefore, an improve- 
ment in agricultural or employ- 
ment conditions weuld not neces- 
sarily justify a corresponding re- 
duction in farm or relief prv- 
grams.”

“Sometimes people feel that they 
mo longer have to worry about 
diphtheria because ‘not many 
people get it anyway’,” Dr. 
Schwartz said. “This attitude is 
not much different from saying 
there is no use maintaining fire 
houses because we don’t have 
many fires nowadays. Our fight 
against diphtheria is a never-end- 
ing one.” 

In another address, on station 
KSD, Dr. Solon P. Harris of the 
Health Division explained that the 
toxoid treatment renders a child 
immune from diphtheria for about 
six years.

Mexican Brown 
Shirts Building 
Political Power

band of a white circle enclosing a 
green map of Mexico. Members 
salute by bringing the right 
arm, with the palm of the hand 
down, across to the level of the 
left shoulder. 


The inner circle of the move- 
ment, men close to the Supreme 
Leader, are a well-trained and dis- 
ciplined body. Most of them are 
lawyers by training and as men- 
tally sharp as their rural follow- 
ers are dull. Their meetings are 
carefully organized, with a color- 
ful display of banners, and noted 
for their,elock-work order. 


A carefully prepared song book 
is full of marching songs and 
dirges for members killed in street 
riots. Every Sinarchist who falls 
in a riot is promptly proclaimed a 
martyr, and the organization’s 
newspaper, El Sinarchista, prints 
emotional outbursts such as the 
following: 


“Do you want more victims, 
wolves of the country? Do you 
want more bloodshed? We Sin- 
archistas set no price for the lib- 
eration of our fatherland. Set the 
price yourselves, jackals, and we 
will. pay you back ‘with interest!” 


Avoiding Suppression. 


The National Sinarchist Union 
has been careful not to lay itself 
open to suppression by the Govern- 
ment. The Sinarchists declare 
themselves strong backers of Presi- 
dent Avila Camacho, It is the 
Communists, they claim, who really 
hamper the Government. 


In foreign policy, the Sinarchists 
say they approve the pro-demo- 
cratic efforts of Avila Camacho, 
especially his co-operation with the 
United States. However, observers 
suspect this attitude is mainly for 
the sake of convenience, and that 
individually the Sinarchist leaders 
have no love for the United States. 


Abascal, who was elected by the 
inner circle last year to be supreme 
leader, is a fiery and eloquent 
speaker. He is considered the most 
dangerous of the Sinarchists be- 
cause of his fanatical sincerity. He 
is a slim man of medium build. 
with a burning intentness that 
lends force to his sharp gestures. 
He is the son of a Michoacan fam- 
ily, whose lands were expropriated 
in the early days of the revolution. 


Believing that his destiny lay in 
the priesthood, he spent three yearg 
in the Morelia seminary as a di- 
vinity student. The rector of the 
school at that time was Luis Maria 
Martinez, the present Archbishop 
of Mexico. 


Abascal suddenly decided to 
abandon the priesthood in favor 
of a law career. He came to Mex- 
ico City and eventually obtained 
his degree. After a term as mu- 
nicipal judge in the State of Guer- 
rero, he returned to practice in his 
home town. 


Joins Anti-Communists. 


Communist organization, which 
was founded by a German named 
Oscar Schlueter in the nearby 
State of Guanajuato. There he met 
the companions who were to form 
the National Sinarchist Union a 
year later. With the founding of 
the Union, the German disappeared 
from the picture. 


In 1936 Abascal joined an anti-. 


ment spread like wildfire. Organ- 
izers and propaganda experts 
toured the back country gathering 
recruits. The farmers, many of 
whom ‘cannot read or write, were 
swept off their feet. Their pov- 
erty had made them- ready to re- 
ceive a Messiah. 

However, there was bloodshed.

Urquizu, was killed in a gun bat- 
tle with pro-Cardenas farmers. 

With the cry of “Victory or 
Death,” the Sinarchist drive has 
forged ahead. 

In spite of modifications of the 
Government’s religious policies, 
Sinarchism counts heavily on the 
conservative Catholic elements 
which are its backbone. The lead- 
ers are as deeply religious as the 
rural followers. However, Abascal 
refuses to admit financial support 
from the church, or from any other 
organization. All funds come from 
organization dues, he says, but his 


‘close association with Archbishop 


Luis Martinez is an undeniable 
fact, and prominent Catholic con- 
servatives are among the group’s 
warmest supporters outside the 
organization.

The Reichswehr “fought” today only with the “defensive” 
weapons allowed them by Versailles, but everybody knows they've 
got the rest—tanks, heavy artillery, and probably airplanes.

SAARBRUCKEN, March 1.—The Germans formally. occupied 
the Saar today. Hitler strode in this afternoon and reviewed the 
S. S. and the troops. Before the parade started, I stood in the 
stand next to Werner von Fritsch, commander-in-chief of the 
Reichswehr and the brains of the growing German army. I was 
a little surprised at his talk. He kept up a running fire of very 
sarcastic remarks—about the S. S., the party, and various party 
leaders as they appeared. He was full of contempt for them ail, 
When Hitler’s cars arrived, he grunted and went over and took his 
place just behind the Fuehrer for the review, 

BERLIN, March. .16.—At about 3 o’clock this afternoon’ the 
Propaganda Ministry called excitedly and asked me to come at 5 


to a press conference at which Dr. Goebbels would make a state- 


ment of the “utmost importance.” When I got there about 100 
foreign correspondents were crowded into the conference room. 

Finally Goebbels limped in, looking very important and grave, 
He began immediately to read in a loud voice the text of a new 
law. Hitler had of his own. accord wiped out the military sections 
of the Versailles Treaty, restorédd universal military service and pro- 
claimed the formation of a conscript army of 12 army corps or 
36 divisions. 

Hitler, I learn, acted with lightning speed, apparently on the 
inspiration that now was the time—if ever—to act and get by 
with it, and it looks as though he will. The Paris office told me 
tonight that the French were excited and were trying to get the 
British to do something, but that London was holding back. 

Hitler returned from his mountain retreat at Berchtesgaden 
early last evening and immediately convoked the Cabinet and the 
military leaders, ‘The decision was made then, or rather communi- 
cated by Hitler’ to the others. 

At 1 p. m. today Hitler again convoked the Cabinet and 
the military people and read to them: the texts of the law and 
two proclamations, According to one informant, the Cabinet mem- 
bers embraced one another after Hitler's magic voice had died 
down. Gray-haired: Gen; von Blomberg ,then led all present. in 
three lusty cheers for Hitler. It must have been one of the most 
undignified Cabinet meetings in German history. But these Nazis 
don’t rest on dignity—if they can get.results. And the Junkers who 
are running the army. will: forget,a lot—aid swallow a lot—now 


that Hitler has given them what.they want. 
It is a terrible blow to thé Allies—to France, Britain, Italy, - 


who fought the war and wrote the peace to destroy Gérmany’s 
military power and ‘to keep.it down.» What will London and Paris 
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do? They could fight A “preventive” war and that would be the 
end of Hitler. But first reactions tonight are all against it. 


BERLIN, March 17—Talked to both our London and 
Paris offices tonight on the phone. They said the French and 
British are still trying to make up their minds. My guess is that 
Hitler has got away with it. g 


BERLIN, June 7.—Ribbentrop is in London negotiating a naval 
treaty which will give Germany 35 per cent of Britain’s tonnage, 
Thé@ Nazis here say it’s in the bag. 


BERLIN, June 18.—It’s ini the bag, signed today in London. 
Germany gets a U-boat tonnage equal to Britain’s. Why the Brit- 
ish have agreed to this is beyond me. German submarines almost 
beat them in the last war, and may in the next. 


BERLIN, Oct, 4.—Mussolini has begun his conquest of Abys- 
sinia. The Wilhelmstrasse’ is delighted; Either Mussolini will 


_ stumble and get himself so heavily involved in Africa that he will 


be greatly weakened in Europe, whereupon Hitler can seize Aus- 
tria, hitherto protected by the Ducé; or he will win, defying France 
and Britain, and thereupon be ripe for a tieup with Hitler against 
the Western democracies. Either way Hitler wins. 


BERLIN, March 6, 1936.—This has been a day of the wildest 
rumors. Definite, however, is that Hitler has convoked the 
Reichstag for noon tomorrow and summoned the Ambassadors of 
Britain, France, Italy, and Belgium for tomorrow morning. Since 
these are the four Locarno powers, it is obvious from that and 
from what little information I could pry out of party circles that 
Hitler intends to denounce the Locarno Treaty. 

My guess, too, based on what I've heard today, is that Hitler 
will also make an end of the demilitarized zone in the Rhineland, 
though the Wilhelmstrasse savagely denies this. Whether he will 
send the Reichswehr in is not sure. This seems too big a risk in 
view of the fact that the French army could easily drive it out. 
One informant told me tonight that Hitler would not send in 
troops, but merely declare the strong police force he now has in 
the Rhineland as part of the army, 


BERLIN, March 7.—Hitler on this day has torn up the Locarno 
Treaty and sent in the Reichswehr to occupy the demilitarized zone 
of the Rhineland! A few diplomats on the pessimistic side think 
it means wars Most think he will get by with it. : 

The important thing is that the French army has not budged, 
The Reichswehr Generals are still nervous, but not so nervous as 
they were this morning. 

And so goes the main pillar of the European peace structure, 
Locarno. At the Taverne tonight one of the French correspondents 
cheered us up by stating positively that the French army would 
march tomorrow but I doubt it. Why it doesn’t march, I don’t 
understand. Certainly it is more than a match for the Reichswehr. 
And if it does, that’s the end of Hitler. 


BERLIN, March %.—Hitler has got away with it! 
not marching. Instead it is appealing to the League! 

Oh, the. stupidity (or is it paralysis?) of the French! I learned 
today on absolute authority that the German troops which marched 
into the demilitarized zone of the Rhineland yesterday had strict 
orders to beat a hasty retreat if the French army opposed them in 
any way. They were ‘not prepared or equipped to fight a regular 
army. 

And the French are appealing to Geneva! I called our London 
office to see what the British are going tq do. The British are 
now busy restraining the French! The Foreign Office here, which 
kept open tonight to watch the reaction from Paris and London, 
is in high spirits. No wonder! 


BERLIN, May 2.—The Italians entered Addis Ababa to- 
day. Mussolini has triumphed—largely with mustard gas. He’s 
also triumphed over the League, by bluff... That’s how he kept 
off oil sanctions, which might have stopped him. 


BERLIN, July 18.—Trouble in Spain. A right wing revolt. 
Fighting in Madrid, Barcelona, and other places. 


BERLIN, July 27.—The Spanish Government has quelled the 
revolt in Barcelona and Madrid, Spain’s two most important cities. 
But it’s a much more serious affair than it seemed a week ago. 
The Nazis are against the Spanish Government, and party circles 
are beginning to talk of help for the rebels. ' 


BERLIN, Aug. '25—Press now quite open in its attacks on

- the Spanish Government. And I learn from a dependable source 


that the first German airplanes have already been dispatched to 
the rebels. Same source says the Italians are also shooting planes. 
Seems to me if the French had any sense they could send in a 
few troops, disguised as volunteers, and some arms, and squelch 
the rebellion for Madrid. But Blum, though a Socialist, seems to 
be taking a non-intervertion line out of fear of what Germany 
and Italy may do. 


BERLIN, Nov, 18.—The Wilhelmstrasse announced today that 
Germany (with Italy) has recognized Franco. Dodd tells me our 
Consulate in Hamburg reported this wéek the departure from 
there of three German ships loaded with arms for Spain. In the

Care .of Hands

ANICURING alone does not insure smooth, soft hands— 
there are things you can do at home to ward off that 
worn, rough look. 

The way you wash your hands determines whether the skin 
is soft and pliable or dry and harsh. 
Onw Nae Fortunately for us, the hands can 
KEEP @ stand more frequent washing than 
the face, because of their greater 
AVAILABLE *kin toughness. But take care of 
the skin of your hands, too; don't 
use just any old soap on them, but 
use. the same mild pure soap you 

use on your face, 


Use warm water, not hot (which . 


is too drying). .If the hands are 

very dirty, use a soft brush or cloth. 

Dirt works into the wrinkles on the 

knuckles and about the nails, and 

simply rubbing the handg together 

won't give that clean fresh-scrubbed 
look. The bristles of the nail brush should not be too atiff. 
Scrub under the nails, too, but don’t do it too roughly or you 
may cause a painful injury of the nail bed.

Rinse off all the soap and dry the hands on a soft 
towel, pushing back the cuticle as you do so. Clean 
under the cuticle with the blunt end of an orange stick, 
and don’t use a file or sharp instrument to clean under 
the nalis; use an orange stick. A sharp, rough instru- 
ment roughens the under surface of the nail and dirt 
clings to this roughness, making it harder te clean next 
time.

@ KEEP A HAND LOTION available at home and in the 
office, so that you can apply it to the hands after each washing. 
A good trick is to apply the lotion while the hands are still 
damp, and massage until they are dry. 

Protecting the hands keeps them young. Don't be afraid to 
use them, for exercise does them good, but when you do dirty 
work, wear rubber gloves. Wear cotton gloves inside the rubber 
ones, to take up the perspiration which is irritating. This is

then a lovely young Countess and 
@ niece of Mrs. Ogden Armour of 
Chicago, was willing to bear social 
ostracism for the love of a man. 
He was made of weaker stuff. And 
therein lies the tale. ... 


Alice was always lonely. In 


1919, after her mother died, she’ 


went from her home town, Buffalo, 
to Chicago to live with two of her 
aunts, Mrs. Frances E. May and 
Her fa- 
ther, William Silverthorne, remar- 
ried and remained in Buffalo. 

In the summer of 1921, Alice 
made a tour of Europe. She met 
Count Frederic de Janze. Within 
a few months they were married. 

But even after choosing a hus- 
band Alice seemed lonely, lost 


within herself, seeking something — 


without knowing what. Not that 
there was anything wrong with 
Frederic. 

De Janze was a model husband— 
tall, lean, handsome and pleasant, 
with that extraordinary combina- 
tion of money and title. He was, 
through his mother, half American, 
and he hoped, after taking an 
American wife, to settle down to 
business in the United States. But 
Alice wanted none of that. 

So De Janze settled his wife in 
Paris and helped her to become the 
charming center of their social 
circle, 

She bore him two daughters, 
Nolwyn, now 19, and Paola, now 17. 

By 1925 it was plain that Alice 
had lost all interest in her husband. 
De Janze worried. He decided to 
have his dispirited wife accompany 
him on a combined business and 
pleasure trip to Kenya Colony in 
British East Africa. The babies 
could be left with his mother. 


De Janze was right in believing 
that her new friends, a new life, 
and a new country would help 
Alice. It worked wonders. 

It never entered his head to sus- 
pect that any one particular man 
might have caused the change in 
Alice. However, the colony was 
laying wagers over the length of 
time it would take him to find out 
that his wife was in love with 
Raymond. de Trafford, a hand- 
some young visitor. 

In the beginning, De Trafford’s 
attentions marked a mild flirtation. 
Then deeper interest kindled. Be- 
fore either Alice or Raymond real- 
ized their danger, they were deeply 
in love. 

Within a few weeks the pair 
were so much in love they didn’t 
care if everybody knew it, includ- 
ing De Janze. There was a scene, 
De Janze and his wife returned to 
Paris, followed by De Trafford. 

Alice begged her husband for a 

divorce. He said “No,” and re- 
minded her that her feeling for De 
Trafford was probably nothing 
more than infatuation. 
. With that Alice gave up the 
struggle against De Trafford’s per- 
sistent wooing. There were clan- 
destine meetings. Then, forgetting 
everything—husband, home, posi- 
tion, children—Alice eloped with 
her lover. 

For almost two years they wan- 
dered in Africa, on the Riviera, 
through Paris. Raymond began to 
miss the friends who fell away. 

Then Count de Janze, despite his 
membership in the Catholic

Eight months later the girl was 
placed on trial. In the interim, 
de Janze had won his divorce and 
custody of the children. Alice had 
had had her maiden name restored.

Then de Janze, still anxious for 
Alice to win de Trafford if she 
wanted him, applied to the Rota 
for an annulment of their mar- 
riage. The annulment was granted. 

He took the trouble to point out 
to the de Trafford family that 
Alice was no longer a divorced 
woman. They said nothing. Ray- 
mond sailed for America. 


De Janze, too, sailed for America 
to marry the widowed Mrs. Gene-

But Alice, moody, petulant, wan- 
dered anew in foreign lands. Again 
she was seeking... seeking...

Four years—and then Alice and 
De Trafford were together again, 
telling each. other that they must 
make up for all the time they had 
wasted. 

They were married by the Mayor 
of Neuilly in March,’ 1932. 

But the lovely theory that they 

could make up for those wasted 
years was false. In four years 
each had changed. Each married 
a stranger. 
In November, 1932, nine months 
after the marriage, Alice went to 
@ Parisian lawyer to.talk about 
getting a divorce. But she hadn't 
the heart to press for it. 


Then De Trafford returned. 

Once again that indefinable pull 
of hearts brought them together— 
and once again they stood two 
against the world. But it just 
didn’t work. Raymond wandered 
off. 

Alice filed suit in London in July, 
1934. She didn’t carry that divorce 
plan through, either. Then in 
June, 1937, she sued a third time, 
charging adultery. The divorce 
was granted in October. 


She began wandering again ... 
wandering ... dreaming ... living

At his trial he 
said he had suffered badly from 
nerves ever since Alice shot him.

TILL, groping for memories, 

Alice went back to Kenya. 

Then, for the first time in her 
dreary, wasted life, she found a 
way to make herself useful. 


In September, 1939, she joined a 
Red Cross ambulance unit in Ken- 
ya and was attached immediately 
to forces in nearby Libya. 


The proximity of war caused her 
daughters to leave Paris for the 
United States. They went, even 
as their mother had once done, to 
Chicago to live with Mrs. May and 
Miss Chapin. 

Alice spent six months following 
the swiftly advancing front during 
the desert campaigns of Gen. Sir 
Archibald Wavell. She was under 
fire daily during the spectacular 
surge across the vast African war 
theatre, 

“Mother’s letters got through all 
right until the war got so terrible 
and spread to Greece,” says Nol- 
wyn. “Then communications were 
disrupted. About two months ago 
we got a wireless from her friends 
in Kenya colony saying she was 
undergoing an operation. 

“She had strained and injured 
herself lifting heavy wounded men 
into ambulances at the front. 
Then we had a terrible scare. We 
were told her condition was criti- 
cal. In a week, however, we were 
told she was convalescing and we 
were greatly relieved.” 


The children were greatly re- 
lieved. Alice apparently was not. 
Recover? For what? For whom? 


One wonders whether .or not 
she knew that de Trafford had 
just been freed from prison on 
parole and that he had shipped 
immediately for Australia—not for 
Kenya. 

The cable. dispatch from Nai- 
robi, Africa, gave no details, stat- 
ing only that Mrs. de Trafford 
had been found “shot dead.”

Good-flavored 
cooking apples, the kind that retain 
their shape well when cooked, 
make especially pleasing and prac- 
tical candy. Candying involves 
both cooking and drying, with the 


: addition of sugar both for flavor 


and to improve the keeping quali- 
ties. The process is a long, but a 


very simple one, and the principal, 


problem it presents is how to pro- 
tect the apple slices from the hun- 
gry children while they are drying. 
To make candied apples, use 
two cups sugar, one cup water, 
vegetable coloring, apples. 
Combine sugar and water, and 
heat to boiling; add a few drops 
of coloring to produce the desired 
tint (red or green) in the syrup. 
Choose a variety of apple which 


retains its shape well when cooked 
(jonathans are good). Peel and 
core the apples and slice in rings 
in eights as for apple pie. Drop 
apples into boiling hot syrup, 
cover and simmer gently for about 
one hour, or until apples are 
transparent-looking and well col- 
ored. Lift carefully out of the 
syrup and place on waxed paper to 
dry. On three successive days, dip 
apples into granulated sugar, leav- 
ing them spread out in a cool, dry 
place and covered very lightly 
with waxed paper.

Home-Made Bread Not

OULD you like to try your 
hand at making home-made 
bread? I know that the very 
suggestion will make many of you 
gasp, but it really isn’t as diffi- 
cult as yOu imagine. In setting 
the sponge, the liquid, flour and 
yeast should be lukewarm (100 de- 
grees), as that temperature is fav- 
orable for yeast growth. Sugar is 
added to the sponge to hasten the 
growth of the yeast. Salt, which 
has a tendency to retard the 
growth, is added with the last 
flour. 

The dough must be kept at as 
uniform a temperature as possible 
and protected from draughts. It 
is helpful to mark the point to 
which the dough must rise to 


bulk, about one and one-half hours. 
When risen, add lard or butter, re- 
mainder of flour and salt. Knead 
10 minutes and place in bowl. 
Cover and let rise until double in 
bulk, about one and one-half hours. 
When risen turn out and knead 
again; mold into loaves and place 
in well greased baking pans. Cover 
and let rise again until double in 
bulk, about three-quarters of an 
hour. When light, bake in hot 
oven (400 degrees) for 15 minutes, 
then reduce heat to 350 degrees for 
45 minutes longer.

Use a very sharp knife and slice 
the bread just as thin as you can. 
Remove crusts and carefully spread 
with butter made soft by cream- 
ing. Add crisp watercress and roll 
up. Wrap in damp napkin just as 
soon as they are rolled, as this 
will help them to remain rolled. 
If you still have trouble in mak- 
ing rolled sandwiches, try wrap- 
ping a fresh loaf of bread in a 
cloth which has been wrung out 
of warm water, and wrap a dry 
cloth over it. Let stand one-half 
hour before slicing with a sharp 
knife.

FTER having seen “Smilin’ Through” 17 or 18 times, on stage and 
screen, this reviewer confesses that the goings-on at Loew’s The-

Persons 
who don’t believe in ghosts or that true love lasts longer than nylon 
should go pitch horseshoes. Those who insist on comedy and 
“nothing-else-but, may park at the corner of Eighth and Washington 
_and snicker at the human race as it goes by. Meanwhile, the rest of 
_us will just duck in at Loew’s, if you don’t mind, for a couple of 
‘heart-throbs and a red sniffer.

COFFERS there will be, this time as before, but any play that 


can hold ite -wn for more than 20 years has something for any

The caliber of the failures and 
of the survivals as well emphasizes 
the poverty of the new season s0 
far-as it has been disclosed. The 
failures include “Village Green,” a 
comedy of small town New Eng- 
land politics which depend mainly 
on Frank Craven; “The More the 
Merrier,” a farce cluttered with 
too many people and too much 
frantic activity; “Mr. Big,” the 
maiden effort of George S. Kauf- 
man as a Broadway producer;

Workers Eat at Home. 

“A French workman or clerk is 
rarely able to eat at a restaurant 
these days; he gets two hours off 
for lunch so he can go home. | If 
he should allow himself, the aver- 
age menu at the restaurant which 
he would patronize would run: 

“Hors d’oetvres, consisting. of 
sliced tomatoes or celery or pep- 
pers, four francs (eight cents); 
main course, stuffed squash or to- 
matoes and a mixture of carrots 
and string beans, 14 francs (28 
cents); grapes, four francs (eight 
cents); couvert, including “bread, 
two francs (four cents) and a pint 
of wine, four francs (eight cents): 
total, with a 10 per cent tip, 31 
francs (62 cents.)” 

Let’s try London, there is a res- 
taurant on Fleet Street pretty well 
patronized by the newspaper-writ- 
er-artist-office manager class of 
folks, and before the war, when 
the pound sterling cost about $5, 
three shillings (75 cents) would 
buy a good lunch, the price cover- 
ing coffee and tip. 

London Lunch a Dollar. 

The lunch consisted of soup or 
hors d’oeuvres; a small steak (en- 
trecote) with potatoes and two 
green vegetables, choice of a con- 
siderable variety. of desserts, in- 
cluding pastry and fruit or cheese. 

These people nowadays pay four 
shillings (at present, 80 cents) for 
this: “A teacup of consomme, 
about four ounces of fish, two 
boiled potatoes, three heaping ta- 
blespoons of cabbage and a dessert 
of two tablespoons of rice pudding, 
without raisins and not much 
sweetening. A slice of bread and a 
piece of margarine the size and 
thickness of a quarter will cost 
(five cents) extra. Coffee, includ- 
ing one lump of sugar, sixpence 
(10 cents) extra. Tip, sixpence 
(five cents). Total, $1.” 

Quite obviously, the London clerk 
or skilled workman can’t pay. that 
much for his food. He can eat at 
a pub (and the food at pubs fre- 
quently is the best in England) for 
a shilling and sixpence (30 cents) 
to two shillings (40 cents) and get 
a “cut off the joint” (slice of roast 
lamb, mutton, pork or beef), -two 
vegetables (almost certainly boiled 
potatoes and one member of the 
cabbage family), a pudding and a 
cup of tea. If he has a half-pint 
of bitter beer with this meal,’ and 
he usually does, the whole thing 
may cost him 45 cents.
